2. It has been decided to include Textile machinery Industry in the list of indus¬ 
tries given in Annexure to Ministry of International Trade Public Notice No. 126- 
ITC(PN)/03 dated 30th September 1963 and to permit the Textile Machinery 
Manufacturers to convert their A.U. licences for Raw Materials (other than iron 
and steel)/ components to the extent of 15% of the face value thereof for import of 
iron & steel items licensable by the Iron & Steel Controller other than utensil gauge 
stainless steel sheets subject to the conditions specified in the said Public Notice. 

Subject: — Imports—registration of licences at ports. 

No. 17-ITC(PN)/64.—It is hereby notified for the general information of the 
trade that importers should invariably indicate In their applications for Import 
licences, which will be submitted on or after 1st April 1964, the particular port 
where they intend to register the licence, if issued, with the Customs authorities. 
The licensing authority concerned will accordingly indicate in the licence the port 
of registration by an endorsement made thereon. The importers should register the 
licence with the Customs authorities at the specified port only, although as hitherto 
it will continue to be valid for import at all ports in the Indian Union, except where 
specifically provided otherwise in the licence.
